Tonight it 
is considered fairly certain that congress will 
finish its necessary business by noon next Fri- 


day. ae 

Tonight a bill passed the house giving the 
Georgia Pacific the right to build bridges over 
git the rivers on the line of its maren to the 
Mississippi. 

The president has been so pressed with leg- 
islation during the past week that it will be 
“impossible for him to appoint the railroad 
commissioners before congress adjourns. This 
fact may change the complexion of the com- 
misslon. It is said to-night that Congressmen 
Morrison, of Illinois, and Tucker, of Virginia, 

- will certaiuly be two of the first commission- 

ers, and shoul! Mr. Tucker be appointed, no 
other southern man can be appointed. 
’ The appointment of the negro Trotter, from 
Massachusetts, to the recorder of deeds instead 
of Matthews,whom a republican senate refused 
twice to confirm, creates some unfavorable 
comment in Washington. but Mr. Trotter will 
bave, 2s Mr. Matthews had, the support of 
democratic senators, and if he is defeated it 
must be by the republican vote.

The report states that the senate increased 
the items in the house bill toa sum aggregating 
$2 150,000, this was reduced in conference to 
<7 598,580, The senate added twenty-nine new 
items, aggregating $1,013,500, which were re- 
duced in conference to $857,500. The total of 
the original house bill was $7,459.250. The 
total of bill as it passed the senate was $10,- 
620,350, and as it comes from the conference, 
$9,919,800. 
Mr. Willis stated that he would like to have 
an opportunity to explain the provisions of the 
pill, and to defend it against attacks made upon 
it. but in view of the fact that other bills were 
pressing upon the attention of the honse, he 
would ask an immediate vote. 

The conference report was agreed to—yeas

OVER TVW ENTY PERSONS LOSE 


THEIR LIVES. 


The Sieamer Gardoer,{oa Tombigbee River, Catches 
Fire and Her Passengers and Crew Perish in 
the Flames—Listjof€ the Uocfortunates— 
Other Casualties inthe Country. 


Mosixe, Ala., March 1.—The steamer W: H. 
Gardner, one of the largest boats plying on the 
Tombigbee river from Mobile, was burned this 
afternoon three miles below Gainesville, Sumter 
county, Alabama. Captain F. S. Stone tele- 
graphs to the Register from Epes, Ala., that the 
boat is a total loss, together with four hundred 
and sixty-four bales of cotton. Loss of life is 
very large, as follows:

Mrs. Rembert isthe wife of .the clerk and 
part owner of the boat. The remaining whites 
were passengees livingin the upper Tombig- 
bee district. No details of the cause and prog- 
ress of the fire have been received. 

The Gardner was built five years ago for the 
Tombigbee trade. She was owned by F.S., 
Stone, Sid C, Cleman and W, F. Rembert, and 
was valued at $25,000 and is reported to be 
fully insured. The cotton was insured in local 
companies for $25,000. 

Mrs. Rembert and her three children lived in 
Demopolis, Ala., which is W. F. Rembert’s 
home and also the home of Jule Rembert. W. 
F. Rembert lives here most of his 
time. Before making the last trip he wrote 
his wife to join him with his three children at 
Demopolis and make the trip up to the highest 
point and return. It is supposed that he in- 
vited also his cousin, Jule Rembert, and his 
two children, and it was intended to be a 
pleasure trip for the party. 

The negroes who lost their lives are deck 
hands from Mobile, and most of them leave 
families. 

It cannot be learned that the boat was in- 
sured, though it was at first reported to be 
fully covered. - 


BURNING OF THE CABIN. 


A Father’s Attempt to Save the Lives of 
His Children. 


MARIANA, Ark., March 1.~A cabin oceugi 

bya negronamed Burton and his family, consist- 
ing of a wife and three children, aged 3, 9 and 
14 years, burned yesterday morning early. 
The negro was awakened by a portion of the 
roof falling on the,bedin which he wassleeping 
setting it on fire. He immediately 
jumped and seized his three children, 
who were sleeping in the same 
room, and started toward the door, but before 
he could reach it another part of the roof fell 
in, knocking his children trom him. He was 


The boys were overcome by the smoke and 
were burned to death. Burton was badly 
burned. His wife was spending the night with 
a neighbor and knew nothing of the tragedy 
till morning. 


TOBACCO BURNED. 


Heavy Loss by Fire in South Boston, Vir- 
ginia. 

RICHMOND, Va., March 1.—The town of 
South Boston, in Halifax county, this state, 
was visited by a destructive conflagration this 
morning. The fire originated in a lumber 
room adjoining Wimbish & Crawley’s general 
store, aud spread rapidly to Barbour’s hard- 
ware store and thenceSright and left.

WASHINGTON, March 1—At midnight Sena- 
tor Allison, chairman of the senate committee 
on appropriations, who was still engaged with 
other conferees on the sundry civil bill, said to 
a reporter of the associated press that the pros- 
pect of getting through the necessary work on 
the appropriation bills, and thus of avoiding 
the necessity of a called session, amounted to 
qaite a probability. The naval bill 
would gbe taken up  ~by the sen- 
ate tomorrow, and would probably 
be passed and senttoconference during the 
day. The legislative and deficiency bills had 
this evening reached the senate, and the com- 
mittee on dppropriations, by continuous work, + 
might get them before the senate Wednesday 
night or Thursday, in season for action before 
Thursday night. Probably no attempt would 
be made to passa new fortification bill, that 
for the last year being incomplete. The con- 
ference report on the sundry civil bill would 
probably be prepared before the committee 
adjourned tonight. Notwithstanding, he 
added, itis inthe power of any member of 
either house to so delay matters so as to make 
an extra session probable. 

The aggregate increase in the naval appro- 
prialion bill, by the senate committee on ap-

@ dozen or more large cotton seed oil mil’s. 
. Armour freely corroborated this report, 
and gave reasons for his engaging in a nev en- 
£0 widely different from the business 
in which"his fame and fortune were acquired. 
- Armour stated that the use of cotton seed 
oil in the manufactures of lard and hog products 
had grown to such an extent in late years that 
his establishments alone consumed one-fifth of 
the total cotton oi! product of the United States: 
ce cotton seed oil was an important item to 
; firm. The American Cotton Oil Trust 
“Company, a gigantic corporation, modeled 
somewhat after the Standard Oi! company, 
& system of consolidation had acquired 
control of about all the cotton oil mills in the 
country, and virtually monopolized the article, 
regulating its output and fixing the price. 
Upon purely arbitrary grounds, recently, ex- 
plained Mr. Armour, the Trast company be- 
camea direct competitor of his firm by the 
hase of the large refinery and packing 
se of N. K. Fairbanks & Co., and the estab- 
lishment of Washington Butcher's Sons. “As 
s00n,” said Mr. Armour, ‘‘as the Trust company 
entered my field asa lard producer, I resolved 
tomuke myself independent of them, ia the 
matter of cotton oil, and this could only be 
acecmplished by erecting oil mills at available 
points throughout the south.” The new oil 
Company will organize eariy next week, 
| a Chicago. Mr Armour will be 
represented at the meeting by his junior part- 
ners and asscciates. The capital stock will be 
about $10,000,000, every dollar of which will 
represent actual property. Mr. Armour was 
emphatic in his declaration that no watering 
of stocks would be tolerated. He stated that 
his firm would hold a controlling interest, and 
that all stockholders would be consumers of 
he oil product. In fact, it isthe intention of 
© new company to sell oil to stockholders 
ly. Mr. Armour’s association isa gigantic 
ndertaking, and comprises all leading 
soap manufacturers in the United States, 
including J.S. Kirk & Co., Chicago. Twelve 
of the largest cotton oil mills in the world will 
be erected immediately and equipped in time 
to grind the seed of the growing cotton plant. 
As to the location of these great mills, Mr, Ar- 
mour said that four cities had thus far been 
determined upon, namely: Memphis, Atlanta, 
New Orleans and Houston, Texas. The other 
eight cities had been selected, but some details 
must be perfected before announcing their 
definite location. It is beheved that Texas 
will capture three of the new mills, Arkansas 
two, and Alabama and Mississippi one each.

FIGHTING FOR THE COUNTY SBAT. 


A Difficulty in Kansas Results in the Killing 
of Several Men. 

GARDEN City, Kas.,.March 1.--A serious 
shooting affray occurred on Sunday night at 
Coronado, Wichita county, growing out of a 
contest between Coronado and Leoti as to 
which place should be the county seat. A gen- 
eral shooting occurred, which resulted as fol- 
lows: William Pains, a druggist, and” Charles 
Cotter, both of Leoti, were instantly killed;

ABBEIT’S PLUCK. 


in the New Jersey Fight, and 
Hopeful of Success. 
Trenton, N. J., March 1.—It seems to be 
the underntanding that Governor Abbett will 
have three more days to make his fight. Ifhe 
fails before the legislature adjourns next Fri- 
day to secure election, his followers, already 
disheartened, will be ready te throw up the 
spopge. Abbett alone, ofall the democratic 
leaders, continues hopeful. Whether he has 
good ground for his expectancy, or is simply 
giving another exhibition of his indomitable 
will, isa disputed question. Last winter he 
was afflicted with a carbuncle on his neck that 
wasted his strength away and threatened to 
end his life. Immediately the republican 
newspapers began to discuss the probability of 
the republican president of the senate succeed- 
ing tothe governorship in case of Abbett’s 
death. This roused the prostrated leader. 
“T will not die to satisfy them,” he said, 
with fire in his eye.- ‘‘ The people of New Jer- 
sey want no republican governor, and I shall 
live if itis for no other purpose than to keep 
a republican out of the executive chair.” Then 
he asked his physicians what they could do, 
They could suggest nothing but a surgical op- 
eration, which itself was apt to prove fatal. 
He commanded them to go ahead, and they 
did so. Although the operation was one of 
frightful pain and desperate chances, he insist- 
ed on remaining conscious throughout, stood 
it all likea martyr, and a month or two later | 
was convalescent. That goes to show what 
kind of aman Leon Abbett is. His followers 
fear that his senatorial fight is waged on sheer 
pluck, too. Here is what he says himself: 
“T am still firmly in the fight. Some one of 
three things is going to happen, and that very 
soon. Lither I shall be elected, the legislatare 
sballadjourn sine die or else a republican 
shall buy the senatorial seat. The first I have 
every reason to believe will be the case. Next 
week four of the bolting democrats will retarn 
to my support, and I don't think it will be dif- 
ficult for me to get the other two.” 
Governor Abbett declined to say who the 
four are, but a friend said he believed they 
were Senators Chass, McBride and Chattle, 
and Atsemblymen Kenney. The republicans, 
on their side, are conscious that they have no 
chance of electing a senator, and their policy 
is simply to defer any choice during this ses- 
sion of the legislature. They would 
thus have another opportunity of 
fighting it outin the fall election. United 
States Senator Sewell’s present term expires on 
Friday next, and in case of vacancy after ad- 
journment of the legislature, Governor Green 
(dem.) would appoint a temporary successor. 
it must be said for the republicans that they 
are holding together better than the democrats. 
They seem to have better control of their men. 
Even the three bolters from Sewell are quiet 
and undemonstrative, and there are no daily 
outbreaks such as occur on the democratic side. 
The trouble with the democrats comes from 
the rivalry of their leaders. Abbett has op- 
posed to him. among others ex-Jadge McCar- 
ter, of Newark, who can not forgive the ex- 
governor for failing to give him reappoint- 
ment; ex-Congressman Miles Ross, who is also, 
sore because he can not dictatea few appoiat- 
ments: Rufus Blodgett, Hezekiah B. Smith 
and several others—ali disgruntied on account 
of Abbett’s disposition of the spoils.

His Experiences in Abyssivia Wot Sach asto Enam- 
or Him With the Missionary Work~What 

He Thinks of the Feople~ He Will Live 

in Georgia Hereefter—Gis Life.

ATHENS, Ga., March 1.—[Special.]—A re- 

turned eolored missionary, Kev. Sheddrick 

Taylor, gives a gloomy view of gospel progress 

in Abyssinia. Twenty years ago he was the 

slave of General Taylor. His first thought, on 

being released from bondage, was to carry the 
gospel into Africa, “The Women’s Mutual 

Aid society” interested itself in his desire, and 
sent him to Abyssinia. His 1eport now made 
does not encourage hope for the fature, 

“The climate of Abyssinia,” said Rey. Tay- 
lor, “is about the same the year round. There 
is no change to denote the coming of one sea- 
son and the going of another. Their winters 
are pretty much like our sammers, and their 
summers are not hotter than the hottest part 
of the year here. Clothing is but little worn. 
The civilized portion of the people wear the 
lightest covering; the women are dressed in a 
single light gown, tnat is buttoned in the rear, 
and is usually bound about the waist by some 
gaudy colored ribbon, red being generally pre- 
ferred. The uncivilized have no clothing to 
speak of. 

“Their houses are very much like the Indi- 
an wigwam, only larger—six families always 
lived in one house. Their food is mostly de- 
rived from the hunt and chase, though they 
raise corn, potatoes and other grain in limited 
quantities. The uncivilized portion of the 
community eat snakes, and seem to relish 
them greatly. Rattlesnakes grow to an im- 
mense size there. I sawone that was nearly 
twenty feet lor g and was as big asa beer bar- 
rel in the thickest place. It had twenty-six 
rattles. Even the natives who have become 
civilized are fond of snakes yet, and their 
religion is not strong enough to keep them 
from indulging in such unclean food.” 

In response to a question as to what he eat 
while there, he said: ‘“‘Mostly rice, bread made 
from barley, coffee and tea. Fruits grow there 
in the richest abundance. Oranges, grapes,ba- 
nanas, melons and al! kinds of tropical fruits 
were in the greatest abundance. The natives 
spent their time mostly in hunting and fishing,

There was nothing like any organized attempt 
to cultivate the soil, which was rich and fer- 
tile, and could no doubt be made: to produce 
very highly. The natives, he said, were not 
specially fond of strangers, though they were 
favorable to missionaries, and would permit 
any one whom the missionaries vouched for to 
go about jn peace. 

During his stay inthe country Rev. Taylor 
said he had 2,000 mourners, and out of this num- 
ber he made 685 converts.

Pefore the advent of the missionary the ua- 
tives lived together “pretty much as cats, dogs 
and other animals do,’ as Rev. Taylor express- 
ed it. but now the civilized portion were mar- 
tied by the missionaries, and observed to a 
great extent the social laws of Christian coun- 
tries. The uvecivilized were still in the 
wallow of the ‘trough, aud he did not 
think there was much likelihood of their be- 
ing sone The niethod of traveling was 
by camels, which was very slow. The camels 
there were not as swift as those of, the desert, 


They made up in carrying-power what they 
lacked in speed. 

On the whole he was not pleased with the 
country, and was glad to get back to his old 
home and people. In regard to the benefits of 
evangelical work in heathen lands, he was 
somewhat doubtful. He said that half the na- 
tives never understood the wordsof the mis- 
sionary spoken to them—that their apprecia- 
tion of it, if they did appreciate it, was due to 
outward sounds and symbols. The more 
graphit “iy. preaching the more chance of 
thelr S€Iines uf color, stund, and their love of 
music, sightseeing and pageantry had the best 
chances of success.

4. Where error was alleged on the ground 
that the court ruled that a tales juror was in- 
competent to serve on the trial of the case, but 
there isno evidence in the record bearing

A Mysterious Disappearance. 

The great southern comet, which was soex- 
tensively billed last month, has conducted 
itself in the most disappointing way imagin- 
able. Just when observers in this country 
were preparing to take a good view of it the 
celestial visitor unceremoniously skipped. 

Now, as it is not to be supposed that a re- 
spectable comet would suddenly wink out, 
there is a well-defined suspicion in the pub- 
lic mind that this particular comet is still 
loafing about somewhere in an outer corner 
of space, but just where is the question. 
Advices from Australia and South America 
state that astronomers in those countries are 
considerably disturbéd over the eccentric 
conduct of the phenomenon. In this con- 
nection it is worthy of note that the Titus- 
ville, Pa., paper recently contained the fol- 
lowing item:

Four pillars otJight appeare labout 
4 o'clock, were brightest at 5:50,and died away 
with the daylight. She writes: ‘At an early hour 
on Saturday morning there wasa very strange phe 
nomenon in the sky south of this city, About 4:4 
one of our citizens was vy zry much surprised at see- 
ing in the southern sky what appeared to be fotr 
long stripes of fire hanging vertically from the sky, 
The ends could beseen resting on a very black 
base, while the rest of the sky was thickly dotted 
with brilliant stars. The fourth stripe, nearest the 
west, was much larger than the other three, and 
contained several! smaller stripes, and toward the 
end they all united. The gentleman who saw it 
said it was the loveli he ever saw in the 
sky.”’

The Cotton-Seed Oi] Monopoly to be 
Broken. 

A telegram from Galveston sets forth the 
fact that the visit of Phil D. Armour to the 
south is for the purpose of arranging for the 
establishment of a dozen or more cotton-seed 
oil mills in this section. This step has been 
rendered necessary by the consolidation of 
nearly all the existing cotton mills under the 
powerful wing of the Standard Oil company. 
To just this extent the monopoly has over- 
reached itself. Competition is the remedy 

anw manamnalinan -— 4-4 +-———- 
Gdy that solves the whole problem. 

Mr. Armour and his colleagues, it appears, 
are compelled to have cotton-seed oil, which, 
according to the Galveston dispatch, is 
Jargely used in the manufacture of hog’s fat. 
We are inclined to deal tenderly with this 
statement, for if all the hog’s fat in the coun- 
try was as pure as cotton-seed oil there 
would never be a complaint. We areglad— 
even proud—that cotton-seed oil is necessary 
to the make-up and purification of hog’s fat. 
Hereafter we shall gnaw our batter-cakes 
with renewed satisfaction, feeling thata good 
article goes to furm the spurious lard with 
which they are shortened. 

Mr. Armouygtates that his establishments 
have grown to such proportions that they 
consume one-fifth of the cotton-seed oil pro- 
duct of the country, and they are compelled 
by force of circumstances to establish mills 
of their own. The ‘‘oil trust company” 
which has monopolized the cotton-seed oil 
business has also gone into the business of 
lard production on a large scale, and it is 
this fact that has induced Mr. Armour and 
his associates to make themselves independ- 
ent of the oil monopoly. | 

They will secure this independence by es- 
tablishing mills of theirown. These mills 
will be the largest of their kind in the world, 
and they are to be built immediately. It 
has been decided that one of them will be 
put up in Atlanta, and others in Memphis, 
New Orleans, and Houston. 


Journalism and Literature. 


“J. M.G.,”’ writing from Wilkes county 
to THE CONSTITUTION, asks: ‘‘What do you 
consider the requisite natural and acquired 
tastes for successful modern journalist? 
What should be the education for a literary 
career?’’ 

These inquiries covera very wide ffield. 
They have been asked over and over again, 
and a great many worthy people have tried 
to answerthem. But no answer has been or 
can be satisfactory. The highest success in 
apy given direction appears to bé the ont- 
come, the result, of individuality. Eduaca- 
tion seems to have Jess to do with the matter 
than intuition. What the mind needs that 
it surely acquires. It is this drift or pro- 
pulsion in a particular direction that gave to 
the ancients the suggestion of fate, and that 
gives to the moderns the idea of inspiration. 

*‘Poets are born, not made,’’ is a phrase 
that has been worn out in the effort to ex- 
plain certain phenomena in the world of let- 
ters. A simpler explanation is that a man 
will Sllow the bent ofhis mind, and in the 
course of this movement, which is instinct- 
ive and therefore involuntary, he will inevit- 
ably acquire everything that is necessary to 
play the part cut out for him. 

Therefore there can be no adequate expla- 
nation of the apparent mystery of success. 
There is, in fact, no mystery about it, for 
success is a very simple affair tothose who 
succeed; but it is impossible to lay down 
any rules that will lead to success. Geaius 
is merely the development of individvality, 
and success isone of the results of individ- 
ality. 

With respect to a literary career, it may 
be said that there is small opportunity in 
this country at the present time for a 
strictly literary career. The great majority 
of those who write books and contribute to 
the magazines, have other means of subsis- 
tence. Some do backwork on the newspa- 
pers, some are clerks in bookstores and 


} banks, tome do one thing and some another, 


but there are few writers in this country | 
wha. depend on literature as @ profession. — 


The Rebecca Case. 

Senator Brown’s calm and lucid présenta- 
tion of the facts in the Rebecca case cannot 
fail to convince the country at large that 
our department of state is inexcusably weak 
and dilatory in its methods. ' 

It is impossible to read Senator Brown’s 
statement without coming -to the conclusion } 
that an outrage has been perpetrated upon 
American citizens by Mexican officials, who 
are sustained and protected by their govern- 
ment. The Rebecca was an innocent coast- 
ing schooner engayed in legitimate tratflic, 
The stress of weather drove her into a Mex- 
ican port, where, notwithstanding their 
knowledge of the circumstances, the author- 
ities confiscated the vessel and her cargo un- 
der the pretense that it was a smuggling 
venture. This high-handed act of robbery 
was aggravated by the imprisonment of the 
captain of the Rebecca. 

Our state department has been acquainted 
with the facts for the past three years, but 
bas done nothing beyond involving itself in 
acloudy diplomatic correspondence which 
bids fair to be interminable. It was be- 
cause he justly resented the inaction of the 
secretary of state in this matter that General 
Jackson, our minister to Mexico, tendered 
his resignation. 

The country will not be satisfied with 
Secretary Payard’s statement that ‘‘the cor- 
respondence in the case of the Rebecca is 
still open and proceeding, and it is not be- 
lieved that its publication at present would 
be compatible with the public interests,’’ 
This excuse, as Senator Brown forcibly puts 
it, cannot avail in the case of the correspon- 
dence between Minister Jackson and the 
secretary of state concerning the minister’s 
resignation. That correspondence closed 
months ago. If it is incompatible with the 
public interest to communicate it to the sen- 
ate now, when will it be compatible? 

It is to be hoped that all the facts will come 
out. If Americans have any rights that 
Mexico is bound to respect, it is time to de- 
fine them and make a stand for them.

The Vernal Equinox. 
From the Providence Journal, February 24. 

On the 20th of Marchat 5 p. m. the sun 
crosses the line and the astronomical spring com- 
mences. Wecall the great time mark the vernal 
equinox, for, as the words signify, day and night 
are equal and spring hascome, But the sun did 
not cross the “‘line’”’ equinoctial where he did last 
year, but fifty and a quarter seconds of a degree be- 
hindit. This infinitesimal quantity of recession 
which taker place every year constitutes what is 
Called the precession of the equinoxes. Small as 
the quantity seems, since astronomical records 
have been preserved the recession amounts to 30° 
ora whole sign. The retrograde movement of the 
equinoxes gives to the stars an apparent precession. 
As the point where the sun crosses the ejuinoctical 
each year is the astronomical stariing point, 
there must be a constant increase in 
the longitude of the stars, whose risings 
and settings as recorded by the old Latin poets by 
no means correspond with the present observations, 
The cause of this sirange motion has been discoy- 
ered. It is found that the poles of the earth have a 
“gyratory” motion around the poles of the eclip- 
tic, moving at so slow a pace that 25,000 years are 
required to complete the cycle, complete the reces- 
sion around the eclipiic, and bring the sun back 
to the same Starting point. During this revolution, 
whereverin the celestial spherethe earth’s po'e 
points, the nearest star to that point will be the 
polar star. For this reason 12.000 years ago Caph 
was the polar star, and 12.000 hence the peerless 
Vega will enjoy the celestial honor. When in the 
year 13,887 this brjiliant star shines near that point 
inthesky towbich the north pl: if extended 
would reach, what will be the characteristics of 
the race which then peoples the earth, how ce 
will be the light that will mate plain the wonders 
in the heavens, now seen only through a glass 
dark)?

GEN. LORD WOLSELEY REVIEWS 
THE SOUTHERN LEADER'S LIFE. 


The Scene Described When He Accepted a Commission 
From the Mother of Presidents—A Comparison 
Between the American Soleier and Eng- 
lané’s Conquering Marlborough. 


New York, March 1.—Of the cables printed 
in the New York papers the following special 
cable from London to the world is the one 
which will attract most attention: 

The leading article in Macmilian’s Magazine 
for March is by General Lord Wolseley, on 
General Lee. Reference is made in a foot note 
to the recently published memoirs of General 
Lee by General Long and Marcus Wright, but 
in no sense a review of that work. General 
Lee is given full credit for the love he had for 
the union,and fa the struggle he went through 
before finally taking the decision to go with 
his own state. General Wolseley describes 
how Lee accepted his commission as command- 
er-in-chief of all the military forces of Virginia 
ina crowded convention of the most eminent 
men of the state, and then draws a parallel be- 
tween him and the great Marlborough: “Gen- 
eral Lee's presence commanded respect even 
from strangers by a calin,self-possessed dignity 
the like of which I have never seen in othcr 
men. Naturally of strong passions he kept 
them under perfect control by that iron and 
determined will of which his expression and 
his face gave evidence. As this tall, handsome 
soldier stood before his countrymen he was the 
picture of the ideal patriot. Unconscious and 
self-possessed in his strength, he indulged jp 
no theatrical display of feeling. There was in 
his face aud about him that placid resolve 
which bespoke great confidence in self and 
which, in his case, one knows not how quickly 
communicated its magnetic influence to others. 
He was then just fifty-four years old, the age 
of Marlborough when he destroyed the French 
army at Blenheim. In many ways and on many 
points these two great men much resembled 
each other. Both were of a dignified and com- 
manding exterior, eminently handsome, with 
a figure tall, graceful and erect, while a 
muscular, square-built frame bespoke great 
activity of body. The charm of manner 
which I have mentioned as very winning in 

Lee was possessed in the highest degree by 
Marlborough. Both, at the outset of their great 
career of victory, were regarded as essentially 
national commanders. Both had married 
young and were faithful husbands and devoted 
fathers. Both had inal! their campaigns the 
same belief in an ever-watchful Providence, in 
whose help they trusted implicitly and for 
whose interposition they prayed at all times. 
They were gifted with the same military in- 
stinct, the same genius for war, the power of 
fascinating those with whom they were asso- 
ciated, the spell which they cast over their sol- 
diers who believed almost superstitiously in 
their certainty of victory. Their contempt of 
danger and their daring courage constitute a 
parallel that is difficult to equal between any 
other two great men of modern times.” 
AN ORGANIZER, 

teference is made as to how General Lee or- 
ganized an army of 50,000 men in two months, 
and as to how in another month he had gained 
a great victory at Bull Run and driven the 
northern invaders back across the Potomac 
like herds of frightened sheep, his army being 
supplicd with ammunition, army stores and 
clothing captured there. He tells the follow- 
ing story: “Some time afterward, when General 
Pore and bis large invading army had been sent 
back flying across the Maryland border, I ever- 
heard this conversation between two confed- 
erate soldiers: “Mave you heard the news? 
General Lee has resigned.’ ‘Good God,’ was 
the reply; ‘what for?’ ‘He has resigned because 
he says he can not feed and supply hisarmy any 
lenger now that his commissary, General Pope, 
has been removed.’ Mr. Lincoln had just then 
Aigemiscoed Cemenal Dopo, replacing him by tion- 
eral McClellan.” 

INEFFICIENT SUBORDINATES. 

General Wolseley ficcidentaliy expresses an 
opinion, when speaking of Bull Run, that the 
confederates did not follow up their victory 
there as they should have done. A rapid and 
daring advance would have given them pos- 
session of Washington, their enemy’s capital. 
Political considerations at Richmond were al- 
lowed to outweigh the very evident military 
experience of reaping a solid advantage from 
this their first great success. Thissuggests the 
gencral criticism which follows: 

“What most strikes the regular soldier in these 
Campaigns of General Lee isthe inefficient man- 
ner in which both he and his opponents were often 
terved by their subordinate commander and how 
badly the staff and outpost work generally was 
performed on both sides. It is most difficult to 
move, with any effective precision, young armies 
constituted as these were during this war. The di- 
rection and movement of large bodies of newly 
raised troops, even when victorious, are never 
easy and often impossible. Overand over again 
was the south apparently within a stone’s throw 
of independence, and it has been many times re- 
marked, when from want of athoroughly good 
staff to organize the pursuit, the occasion was lost, 
and the enemy allowed to escape. 
Lee’s combinations to secure victory were 
the conceptions of a truly great strate- 


4 gist, and when they had been effected his tactics 


were also most always everything that could be 
desired up tothe moment of yictory. But there 
bis action seemed to stop altogether. Was ever an 
army so helplessly at the mercy of another as that 
of McClellan, when he began his retreat to Harri- 
son’s landing, after the seven days’ fighting around 
Richmond? What commander could wish to have 
his foe ina tighter place than Burnside was in 
atter his disastrous attack upon Lee at Fredericks- 
burg? Yetin both instances the northern com- 
manécer got safely away: and othersimilar instances 
could be mentioned. The critical military student 
of this war , who knows the power ‘which regniar 
troops, well officered and well directed by a thor- 
oughly efficient staff, placed in the hands of an 
able general and who has acquired an intimate 
and complete knowledge of what these two con- 
tending American armies were really like will, I 
think, agree that from first to last the co-operation 
of even one army corps of regular troops, would 
have given complete victory to whichever side it 
fonght on.”’ 
AT ANTIETEM. 

Lord Wolseley says that Lee told him that he 
had only 30,000 men in front of McClellan at Antie- 
tem, with afew tired reserves behind, while Mc 
Clellan had an army of 100,000 men. Hestates that 
Lee always spoke well of McClellan, though he 
spoke bitterly of none of his federal opponents. In 
his reference to the thirty-five days’ fighting around 
Richmond just before the surrender at Appomat- 
tox, Wolseley says: ‘‘Lee had only 5,000 exhausted 
oe to oppose 190,000 fresh men under General 

rant.’ 

In speaking of the faults of General Lee he says: 
“One of them wasatoo great dread of wounding 
the feelings of others, which lead him to leave in- 
competent men to fill important positions. This 
softness of heart or amiability, however, good in it- 
self may amountto crime in the man intrusted with 
public affairs at critical moments. Lee’s devotion 
to duty and great respect for obedience seems at 
times to have mace him too subservient to those 
cbarged with the civil government of his country. 
He carried out too Hterally the orders of those 
whom the confederate constitution made his supe- 
riors, although he must have known themto be 
entirely ignorant of the science of war. He ap- 
pears to have forgotten that he was the great revo- 
lutionary chief, engaged in a great revolutionary 
war; that he wasno mere leader ina political 
struggle of parties carried on within the Lines of 
an oid, well established form of government. It 
Was very clear to many atthe time, as it will be 
commonly acknowledged now,that the south could 
only hope to win uncer the rule of a military dic- 
tator. If General Washington had had a Mr. 
Davis over him, could he have accomplished 
what he did? It will, 1 am sure, be newsto many 
that General Lee was given the command over all 
the confederate armics a month or two only before 
the fnal collapse, and that the miliary policy of 
the south was throughout the war dictated by Mr. 
Davis as president of the confederate states. Lee 
bad no power to reward soidiers or to promote 
officers. It was Mr. Davis who selected the men 
to command divisions and armies. Is it to be 
supposed that Cromwell, King William [TI . Wash- 
ipgton or Napoleon jcould have succeeded in the 
reveintions with which their nami 8 are i teutifk 4, 
they submitted to the will and authority of a 
politician as Lee did to Mr. Davis?’

AN INTERESTING “IF.” 


Possible Contingencies Which May Arise 
Out of Rhode Island’s Vote. 


There is a prospect that little RhodefIsiand, 
that already has a numerical representation in the 
senate equal to that of the largest state, may have 
an influence of the largest characterin the next 
house of representatives. In case there shoald be 
no choice for president at the polls in 1888 the elege 
tion would be thrown inte the house of representae 
tives, the vote being taken by states, each state 
having one vote, and the candidate having a mae 
jority of all the votes being selected. There was « 
contest overthe election last fall in the second 
Rhode Island district which was settled by the 
house ordering a new election. That election will 
be held April 6, and on@he choice then made may 
hang the next presidency. A majority of the 
states is twenty. In the fiftieth congress if thevote 
for president is taken by states, each state voting 
according to the party preferences of a majority of 
its delegation, the republicans will have nineteer 
States and the democratf will haye seventeen, 
classified as follows 

Republican states— California, Colorado, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kausas, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Nebraska, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Vermont, Vire 
genia, Wisconsin. 

Democratic states—Alabama, Arkansas, Connece 
ticut, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky. Lou- 
isiana, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
West Virginia. - 

New Hampshire is not included in either of these 
tables, as its delegation is divided evenly, so that 
it would have no vote in the emergency contem- 
plated. Rhode Island is also omitted, for the com- 
plexion of its delegation is not yet determined. It 
has two representatives in congress. One of these 
is a republican, and if the other, who is to be electe 
ed in April, shaligbe a republican, the republicang 
will then have the twenty states necessary to 4 
majority, and would so elect a republican presi¢ 
dent. If he shall bea democrat, the delegation 
from Rhodc Island would be a tie, without a vote, 
and the republicans would then be left with their 
nineteen states, or still one short of a majority; 
while the democrats would be no better off than 
they are now. Theresult of the election in April 
will be awaited with great interest. as the second 
district of little Rhode Island may have the dispe- 
sition of the next presidency in its hands.

The Sea Retreated the Night Before the | 


Earthquake—More Shocks. 

Lonpon, March 1.—Fishermen in the har- 
bor of Genoa, on the night preceding the earth- 
quake, noticed that the sea had retreated a 
yard more than usual. Instinctively feeling 
that something was about to happen, they re- 
wained the whole night in their boats. The 
inhabitants of Oreglia complain that 
the authorities neglected them  be- 
Cs Use of the belief that the 
tuwn suffered lets damage than did the others. 
On the contrary, they say, although the walls 
of houses, being well built, withstood the 
shocks, all the interiors collapsed, in conse- 
quence of which 9,000 persons are eom- 
pelled to live in sheds and tents, suaf- 
ering greatly through exposure to wind 
and rains Of three hundred i bodies 
buried at Diano Marino, only_fifteen were 
identified, 5,000 persons there arejstill campicg 
out. The airis becoming horribly offensive, 
owing to the stench arising from corpses that 
are yetin the ruins. The structures in which 
the injured at Bajardo were sheltered were 
blown down by the wind, and before the hap- 
less patients could be removed toa place of 
safety, they were ail covered with snow and 
half dead from cold. 

Slight shocks were felt today at Septonorno 
and Ceriate.. The Genose have contributed 
$20,000 in three days for the relief of sufferers. 
The following is an official list of Italian earth- 
quake victims: Alassio, three dead and eight 
injured; Albenga, thirty injured; Albissota, 
three dead and twelve injured; Bajardo, 230 
dead, thirty injured; Bussaro, 
eighty dead, twenty-seven injured; 
Castleboro 41 dead, 65 injured; Cariana, 5 dead, 
12 injured; Diano Stelle, 35 dead, 10 injured; 
Disno Marino, 150 dead, 65 injured; Montalio 
Ligura, 1 dead, 3 injured; Noli, 16 dead, 12 
injured; Oneglia, 25 dead, 150 injured; Pompe- 
riana, 5 dead, 7 injured; Porto Maurizio, 1 dead, 
10 injured; Savona, 11 dead; Taggia, 8 dead: 
14 injured: Triora,-4 dead, 9 injured. Twenty 
thousand persons are homeless. Material 
losses are estimated at $10,000,000, falling 
nostly upon industrious villagers. 


HIRING AN AUDIENCE, 


The Way London Officials Get Up a Dem- 
onstration. 

Lonpon, March 1.—In the house of com- 
mons tonight, George Howell asked the gov- 
ernment to assent to the appointment of a 
committee to inquire into the corrupt expend- 
iture by the corporation ef London on bogus 
meetings, the audiences at which were hired 
tobe present, for. the porpose of defeating the 
bill of reform of the London government. 
Mr. Howell said he had seen documents which 
proved that members of the corporation had 
diverted $20,000 of the public moneys in an 
effort to defeat the measure before parlia- 
ment. p 

Mr. Gladstone declared that the matter was 
of the greatest importance and that an inquiry 
must be granted in order to proye whether or 
not the greatest corporation in the country had 
misused its trust and adopted illegal methods 
to pervert public opinion or control legislative 
action. 

W. H. Smith, first lord of the treasury, with- 
out admitting the truth of the charges.assented 
to the appointment of a committee of inquiry. 

The government was loath to consent to the 
demand for a committee, but it did not dare to 
refuse an investigation. The sittings” of the 
committee will be public. It is claimed there 
are abundant proofs that public money has been 
used in getting up bogus mectings and petitions 
and it is asserted that in the corporation’s ac- 
counts sums are put down as having been paid 
to persons who in reality have no existence. 
The evidence, it is said, does not incriminate 
higher members of the corporation as individ- 
uals although it shows that they assented to a 
loose general application of the city’s funds. 


DEATH IN THE MINE. 


Seventy Miners Killed by an Explosion in 
i cance. 

Paris, March 1.—An explosion occurred to- 
day in Beaubrun collieries at St. Etienne. 
Only eighty men were in the mine at the time 
of the explosion. Six of these have been 
rescued unhurt, four have been taken out more 
or less injured, and seventy others are supposed 
to be dead. vom 

Latest advices from St. Etienne say that 
there were 104° men entombed in the mine, 
that forty-three have been recovered and six- 
teen are dead.

NEW YORK STOOKS. 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, March 1.—The same depressing in 
fluences which affected thestock market yesterday 
were again potentin speculation today and the 
market was dull and heavy throughout the greater 
part of the day, but subject togperiods of activity 
and decided weakness. The usually active stocks 
of known character were generally well held, while 
the i riant losses were in such securities as the 
Richmond and West Point, cottonseed oil certifi- 
cates and others of like reputation. There was 
very little support given the market, while the 
bears and room traders controlled the greater part 
of the business done. The cotton oil trusts pur- 
sued the same course as yesterday, and while the 
fluctuations were not so large, their net loss for the 
day was equally heavy. A decided weakness was 
next developed in the Richmond and West Point 
and New England, and both declined materially 
in a very short time. The movement in neither 
was satisfactorily explained, but as usual, several 
rumors of a contradictory nature were circulated. 
In regard tothe Richmond and West Point, one 
story asserted that the present management was to 
be deposed, and another that the control of the 
Georgia Central was now beyond the power of the 
company to accomplish. The opening was rather 
heavy, the majority of stocks being slightly under 
last evening’s final quotations. Under the buying 
for arbitratage account there were a few slight ad- 
vances in early dealings, but the entire market 
soon yielded, the Jersey Ceniral showing a decided 
weakness. There wasa slight rally toward noon, 
but after that time the movement in the Richmond 
and West Pointand New England occurred and the 
marked increase in the amount of business done 
was noticed. The most pronounced rally of the 
day occurred towards2o’clock inthe afteraoon, 
but toward the close the market became heavy and 
dull, the last prices generally being but little better 
than the lowest reached, and with the active list 
The sales for the day were 275.000 shares. 

The Evening Post has the following in its money 
article: The feature of the forenoon was the enor- 
mous trading and large decline in cotton seed oil 
trust certificates, which opened yesterday morning 
at 55, this morning at 50, and by 12 o’clock were 
down to 4234. These certificates which nominally 
represent an investment of $10,000 each in‘{cotton 
seed oil mill property, scattered all over the south- 
ern states, not being listed security, mobody ex- 
cept possibly the officials who issue them know 
how many of jithem thereare outstanding, nr 
what they really represent in the fway of actual 
property of any kind. Nothing about which there 
has been so little information obtainable has cver 
been gambled in by Wall street te so large an ex- 
tent, the total sales yesterday being 253,000 certifi- 
cates, and this forenobn 15,200. The reason forthe 
decline is probably the just absence of any inform- 
ation about company afiairs, and on the. same 
grounds there is no Treason why they choul4é rot 
decline asmuch more. Tosomeextent their de- 
cline has effected the general stock market, be- 
cause a good many speculators have lost money on 
them and thus weakened jtheir holding of other 
stocks.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, March 1.—There was a repetition of 
the scenes of yesterday’s excitement in the pork 
pit at the opening this morning, but during the re- 
mainder of the day trading was limited, The 
clique demonstrated that it had complete control 
of the market and whenever the shorts‘attempted 
to cover, the price advanced in an alarmingly 
quick manner. May pork opened at all sorts of 
prices, $17 being bid and $18 asked in different 
parts of the pit. There were transactions at $17.90, 
$17.96 and $17.98 within a very few minutes, Other 
hog products were less unsettled. Not so many 
orders to sell were on the floor as was expected. It 
did not take long to convince traders that the ses- 
sion was gcing to be in marked contrast to the one 
of yesterday, but nevertheless the big end of the 
crowd hung around the pork pit. From $18.30, at 
w aich price there was a sale soon after opening,an 
advance to $19.00 was quite steady, but although 
fluctuation was $1.50 per barrel, the excitement 
incidental thereto was very slight, as compared 
with yesterday. There was not much pork for sale, 
and such shorts as were out were not disposed to 
pay the present inflated prices. This restricted 
trading somewhat and helped bear the market 
down from $19.50 to $18.50. Toward lo’clock May 
picked up to $18.874, the pit filling up with more 
buyers than there were in it earlier. They soon 
withdrew, however, and prices reached to $18.67. 
On the afternoon board May opened at $18.50, with 
feweales at $18.60, fell off to $18.40 and closed at 
that point for the day. A number of shorts made 
private settlements and withdrew fromthe market. 
Operators in general were distrustful and declined 
to execute orders. 

The export clearings of wheat from the seaboard 
aggregated 520,000 bushels, but the shipping in- 
guiry was reported light until latein the afternoon, 
whena renewed export demand was reported. 
Receipts at eleven points were 251,000 bushels. 

The starting price for May delivery was 4% lower 
at 78%. A rally to78% occurred, but owing to re- 
ported fine weather, the tone became easy, and 
the price fell off steadily to 77M, rallied and closed 
at 774,@77%. 

Corn ruled easier, with light trading, and closed 
5<@%,c lower than yesterday. 

Oats were dull and a shade easier. 

Lard closed 10¢c per cwt lower, and short ribs 
were unchanged.

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THE GOSPEL TENT 
FILLED WITH PEOPLE TO HEAR 
EVANGELIST TILLMAN, 


Last Night’s Gervices Attract a Crowd of 1,500 Peo- 
ple—The Clergymen of Atlanta Co-operati*g 
With th: the Edgefield Revivalist—The « 
Meetings to be Continued. 


Evangelist Tillman’s gospel tent was nearly 
full of people last night. 

Tonight it will be crowded. 

The services are growing more and more in- 
teresting every night. The best elasses of 
Atlanta people are attending the meetings. 

The preachers of the various evangelical 
churches are cordially co-operating with the 
Edgefield revivalist. They occupy seats upon 
the platform and join heartily in the exervises. 

An atmosphere of genuine religious fervor 


_ fills the pavilion. 


The preacher is brimful of enthusiasm, his 
intense earnestness is disclosed in every word 
he utters and every movement he makes. His 
zeal is apparently contagious. The ministers 
surrounding himeaughtit. The people on the 
benches caught it. The singers became im- 
bued with it. 

The services last night began with the sing- 
ing of several soul-awakening revival hymns 
from the Moody and Sankey collection. A 
young lady played the organ, and a choir on 
the stage led the singing, which was joined in 
lustily by the congregation. During the sing- 
ing of these songs of praise, people poured in. 
The front seats were rapidly filled. By 8 
o’clock there must have been between 1,200 
and 1,500 people under the canvas. The pre- 
liminary services were conducted by the Rev, 
H.C. Morrison, pastor of the First Methodist 
church, and other visiting clergymen. 

After a fervent prayer by Dr. Morrison, the 
choir sang “Is my name written there?” The 
cho1us was taken up with spirit by the con- 
course of worshippers. The tent trembled with 
sacred harmonies. 

Then “Uncle Tillman,” (as he delights to 
eall himgslf and wants others to call him,) 
made a few off-hand remarks touching the sig- 
nificance ofthe words which had just been 
sung. He began by inquiring how many in 
the audience comprehended the all-important 
meaning of the question, “Is my name written 
there’’’ How many of them could say, ‘Yes 


my vame’s written there.” If there is 
any one who admits that his name 
is not written there, then woe,is him. If his 


pame is not written in heaven then it is writ- 
ten in hell, It behooves every person to ask 
this question and not rest content till he gets 
an aflirmative reply. The preacher then 
opened his Bible and read the narrative of the 
supper recorded in the 17th, 18th and 19th 
verses of 14th Luke, which shows how various 
persons were invited to the supper and gave 
all manner of excuses why thev could not at- 
tend the feast. One said he had bought some 
land and must go and examine ib. 
there‘oie, prayed that he might 
cused, Another had purchased a 
yoke of oxen. He, therefore, prayed 
that he might be excused. A third averred 
that he married a wife. He, therefore, could 
not be a guest atihe banquet. The preacher 
held this feast spoken of the parable to be typ- 
ical of the last supper with Christ—the feast in 
heaven. He examined the excuses offered, and 
denounced them as flimsy and weak. There 
was ho common sense in them. The idea of a 
man wanting to go out and look at a piece of 
land at bupper time. The idea of a man refus- 
ing to attend the feast because he must look at 
some oxen he hed bought. Ridiculous! Flim- 
sy! Foolish! Butthe most foolish excuse of 
all was that offered by the man that had just 
got married. He must be excused because he 
had just marrieda wife. The proper thing for 
this man to have done was to go tothe feast and 
take his wife with him. Take her to the feast 
aud give her a chance to enjoy the festivities 
of the evening with him. But, as foolish, as 
flimsy asthese several excuses appear when 
subjected to the common sense test that are 
not more ridiculous, not so flimsy and weak as 
are many of the excuses which people now 


ofier. Some of the excuses made by persons 
who. sit under the droppings of 


the yospel, who hear the invitation given 
day after day, are simply nonsensical and do 
not deserve serious consideration. This iuvi- 
tation to the banquctis held out by the pvreach- 
ers day after day. Many people refuseit on 
one pretext and another. Some reject it for 
no reason at all. Many intend to accept is, bu: 
procrastinate, and are finally lost, Some stiffen 
their necks and pull back. This clan of sin- 
ners remind me of an incident which cams 
under my own notice in South Carolina. An 
old negro man was leading a mule by a rops. 
The mule went along slowly but contentedly 
until a dam over a pond was reached, . Here 
the animal haited. The negro tried to pur- 
suade it to proceed, All entreaties were wasted 
on the stubborn brute. The mule braced itself 
for a stubborn resistance. The dark nervel 
himself for a supreme effort. 
The tug of war came. The negro 
gave a fierce, determined pull. The mule jerked 
back with all its pewer. The ha'ter brokeand 
the cbdurate beast turned a back summersauilt 
into the black waters. Whether or not the re- 
calcitrant mule was finally rescued or whether 
it sank to rise no more, Mr. Tillman did not 
divulge, but he enforced a powerful lesson. He 
used this stiff-neeked quadruped to illustrate 
a striking Bible truth, and he spoke effectively 
as he impressed his solemn l.ssons. He re- 
peated several anecdotes to illustrate the vari- 
od points of his text. Then he warmed 


up to a high pitch of zeal. He thnn- 
dered truth after truth. He delivered 
warning after warning. He held ou; 


promise after promise. His discourse was a 
strong and homely one. There was no reach- 
ing outafter the flowers of literature, no at- 
tempt to use oratorical graces, There were no 
embellishments, His sermon was a common- 
sense, practical exposition of spiritual truths 
It produced a decided impression. At the 
close of the sermon many persons stood up to 
be prayed for and many subsequently pro- 
fessed cenversion. 

Tonight at 7:30 o’clock there will be another 
mee ting. 

The gospel tent is pitched in the lot imme- 
diately opposite the Catholic church, corner of 
Hunter and Loyd streets.

Keeper Shubrick Suabmits His 

Monthly Report. 

Assistant Keeper of the Penitentiary Shu- 
brick submitted his monthly report of inspec- 
tion of the convict camps for February to Govy- 
ernor Gordou yesterday. Following is the re- 
port: 

To his ExceHency, John B. Gordon, Governor— 
Sir: In submitting (to your consideration this report 
of my inspection of tite several convict camps for 
the month of February, I] deem it unnecessary to 
enter intoany detailed account of each camp, as 
their respective Status remaius about the same asat 
the time of my last report. A marked change for 
the betteris noticeable in the Macon and Coving- 
ton railroad camp as compared with its coudition 
in January, which J a'tribute to the carrying out 
of the suggestions made by your excellency through 
the principal keeper to Colonel Smith after my re- 
port of the January inspection. No ‘other disturb- 
ance has occurred at Rising Fawn, so that now the 
usual good order and quiet prevails at this camp. 
Your exceliency’s prompt action in rewarding by 
pardon and commutation the meritorious conduct 
of some of the convicts in assisting the offieers in 
juelling this riot has hada most oeneficial influ- 
ence on the men. 

During the month an epidemic of measles 
and mumps has prevailed at camp Rising 
fawn with fatal results in only one case, Both 
epidemics seem now to berapidly abating, and it 
is hoped thatin afew days the camp will be en- 
tirely free from them, as there have been no new 
developed cases in several days, and the two or 
three patienis now sick are convalescent. Quitea 
sudden death occurred at Camp Bingham, on the 
Georgia Midland railroad, on the 20th of February. 
1 fortunately got to this camp on the 2ist, and in- 
stituted a close inqniry into the matter, with the 
following result : ‘The convict had been quite sick 
Wilh pneumonia, and was convalescent. On Fri- 
Guy, the sth, he asked the doctor in charge to al- 
low bim to return to duty, but was told that he 
hed best remain in hospital until the following 
Monday or Tuesday. Contrary to this instruction 
fom the physican, he, the convict, boarded the 
construction train on Saturday morning, with- 
out the knowledge or permission of the 
captain in charge, who, some time after 
leaving the camp, discovered him among the 
oiher convicts and told him that he ought not to 
have come out, asthe doctor did not intend for 
him to return to duty until the following week. 
The day being a bright one the superintendent al- 
Jowed himto go on with the others, but ordered 
him not to douny work. During thedaya sudden 
rain came up, and before they could get back to 
camp this man with the others got wet, and was 
scon taken with a relapse which caused his deathe 
onthe following day. While thisis much to be 
regretted, Iam inclined to think the officers not 
blamable. The convict contrary to the orders of 
the officers, and by his own imprudence, caused 
his sudden death. 

Because of high water I could not get to some of 
the camps on the Georgia Midland railroad, bat I 
held telephone communication with the officers 
and ascertained that everything was in good con- 
dition. The remarkable good health along this 
line continues, there being only two acute cases 
out of the 394 men at the several camps.

Mr. George W. Price, one of the most widely 
known boot and shoe dealers of Atlanta, died 
about tight o’clock yesterday morning at his 
late residence, 57 Wheat street, surrounded by 
the members of his family and mourning 
friends. Tue direct cause of his sudden death 
was paralysis, with which fatal disease he was 
stricken last Sunday. Atiirst his condition 
was not thought to bo precarious, but he grad- 
ually grew worse and death relisved him of 
his pain yesterday morning, 

Previous toand during the war Mr. Price 
was engaged in the boot and shoe busines; in 
Macon, where, by his upright dealing and 
strict integrity, he built up a large trade. At 


the elese of the war he came to At- 
Janta and opened a shoe ssore 
on Marictta strect, near Broad, 
and met with great success, Mr. Price was 


twice married. By his first wife he had two 
eons, James and George. His son James en- 
listed in the confederate army, andin an en- 
gagement lost his life. George is superintend- 
ent of his father’s boot and shos house on Ma- 
rietta street. Mr. Price’s second wife is still 
living, but has no children. 

Atlanta loses one of her ablest and most pro- 
gressive citizens in the death of Mr. Price. He 
was not only public-spirited, but charitable, 
and the poor found in him a trne friend. 

The funeral will take place this afternoon at 
3 o'clock, from his late residence, 57 Wheat 
strcet.

Dr. Ed Roach came to THE ConstItUTiIoN 
yesterday with an explanation of the wonder- 
ful mind-reading of Mr. Randall Brown.
